Ijevor does a man portray his 
own character more vividly than 
his manner in portraying "anoth- 
er's. There ia something unusual 
about the man whom you have 
•ever heard say a good word about 
any mortal, but who can say much 
of evil, of nearly all he is acquaint- 
ed with. Never speak evil of an- 
other, even with a cause. Remem- 
ber we all have our faults, and if 
we expect charity from the world, 
we must be charitable ourselves. 
Most peraons have viBible faults, 
and most are sometimes inconsist- 
ent; upon these faults and mis- 
takes petty scandal delights to 
feast. And even when free from 
external blemishea envy and jeal- 
ousy can start the blood hound of 
suspicion — create a noise that will 
attract attention and many may 
be led to suppose there is game 
where there is nothing but thin air. 

A word once spoken can never 
be recalled, therefore it-is prudent 
to think twice before we speak, es- 
pecially when ill is tho burden of 
our talk. Give no heed to an iu- 
famous story handed you by a per- 
son known to be an enemy to the 
one he is defaming, neither con- 
demn your neighbor unheard, for 
there are always two sides to a 
story. Hour no ill of a frientf, nor 
speak any of an enemy. Relieve 
not all you hear, nor repeat all 
you believe. Be cautious in be- 
lieving ill of others, and more cau- 
tious in reporting it. There is sol- 
dom anything uttered in malice 
which returns to the heart of the 
speaker. Believe nothing against 
another but on good authority, nor 
report what may hurt another, 
unless it be a greater hurt to oth- 
er* to conceal it. It is a sign of 
bad reputation to take pleasure in 
hearing ill of our neighbors. He 
who sells his neighbor's credit at u 
low rate makes a market for an- 
other to buy his at the same rate. 
He who indulges himself in calum- 
niating or ridiculing the absent 
plainly shows his company what 
they may expect from him ufter 
ho leaves them. 

Deal tenderly with the absent. 
Say nothing to inflict a wound on 
thoir reputation. They may be 
wrong and wicked, yet your knowl- 
edge of it does not oblige you to 
disclose their character, except to 
save others from injury. Then do 
it in a wuy that bespeaks a spirit 
of kindnessfor the absent offender. 
Evil reports are often the results 
of misunderstanding or of evil de- 
signs, or they proceed from an ex- 
aggerated or partial disclosure of 
facta. Wait, learn the whole story 
before you decide; then believe 
what the evidence compels yotf to 
and no more. But even then take 
heed not to indulge in the unkind- 
nesselse you dissipate all the spirit 
of prayer for them, and unnerve 
for doing them good. On many a 
mind and many a heart there are 
sad inscription* deeply engraved 
by the tongue of slander, whioh 
no effort oan erase. They are 
more durable than the impression 
of the diamond on the glusv, for 
the inscription on the glass may 
be destroyed by a blow, but the 
impression on tho Imart lasts for- 
ever. Let not the sting of calumny- 
sink too deeply in your soul. He 
who U never subject to slander is 
generally of too little m-mial a.--

Origin of Denominational Names. 

The Puritans were so named in 

derision at their professions of 
being purer than other people. 

The Presbyterians took their 
name from a Greek word meaning 
"Elder."— St. Louis Globe Demo- 
crat. 

The Church of England was so 

called because its jurisdiction did 
not extend outside of that king- 
dom. 

The Baptists had their name 
from John the Baptist, they claim- 
ing to perform the rite of baptism 
in the munner that ho did. 

The Sabbatarians were so called 
from their observing the seventh 
day as the Sabbath. The founder 
was named Bra bonne. 

The Faith-healers were thus 
called from the fact that they 
claimed by the exercise of faith 
and by prayer to- Ileal all manner 
of diseases. 

Protestants were at first bo called 
because their representatives pro- 
tested at the Diet of Spiers, iu 
1529, ngiinBt the Action of the 
emperor. 

The Episcopal ions are so called 
from their belief in an episcopal 
form of church government — that 
is, a system providing for bishops 
and archbishops. 

The Mohammedans were so call- 
ed because they were the followers 
of Mohammed, and believers in 
his doctrine as ijfrvealed in the 
Koran. Mohammed was born 571 
A. D. and died 082 A. D. 

Tho Congregationnlists had their 
name f rom their doc trine that each 
congregation was a unit, should be 
independent of all others and 
manage its own affnirs in its own 
way. 

Tho Cambellites are so called 
from Alexander Campbell, the 
founder of this denomination. The 
namo is not accepted by its mem- 
ber.-, who consider it offensive, and 
call themselves "Christians." 

The Mormons received this name 
from the book of Mormon, which 
was claimed by Joseph Smith to 
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themselves reject the 
call themselves "The Church of 
the Latter-Day Saints of Jesus 
Christ." 

The Lutherans took their name 
from Martin Luther, who was born 
in 1483, and died in 1546. At first 
the name was used as a term of 
ridicule, hut was adopted by those 
to whom it was applied and soon 
became a serioua designation. 

The Friends, or (junkers at first 
called themselves "Seekers," from 
their assertion that they sought 
tho kingdom of heaven in the same 
manner as it was sought by Nico- 
demus. They were called Quakers 
in ridicule because Fox, their foun- 
der, frequently bade his hearers 
"Quake and tremble at the word 
of the' Lord."

This rnor^'nTa In^T™^ was 

held m the ordinary of the Phoenix 
Hotel by a committee of promi- 
nent citizens of Wolfe county, in- 
terested in the proposed Kentucky 
A Ohio railroad, and the Chamber 
of Commerce committee on rmn* 
roads and transportation. 
The committee from Wolfs 

countv, consisting of Messrs S S 

Combs, J. B. Hollon and C. 0. 
Hanks, of Camp ton, was met at 
the L. A E. depot by Messrs. J. A, 
Curry, W. E. Smith and P. T. 
Farnsworth. Besides the above 
mentioned, Mr. J. D. Livingston, 
vice president and general mana- 
ger of the Lexington & Eastern 
railway ; Mr. S. T. Campbell, J. T. 
Slude and others were present. 
Mr. Campbell presided ut the meet- 
ing and Mr. Farnsworth was the 
secretary. 

After the meeting was called to 
order Mr. Combs addressed tho 
meeting. Mr. Combs detailed at 
length the great natural resources 
of Wolfe county, and then went 
on to show what groat benefit 
Lexington would dorive bv having 
the coal and lumber rssources de- 
veloped. He said it meant much 
to Lexington merchants, and he 
believed every dollar subscribed 
toward the building of the road 
would find its way back to Lex- 
ington. 

lb said three routes had been 
surveyed, but Wolfe county was 
interested only in what is called 
the Mill Creek route. This route 
tapped the Lexington & Eastern 
railroad thirty miles this side of 
Jackson, and was about thirty-aix 
miles long. It would pass through 
tho most thriving towns, in that 
•ection of the state, as Haael 
Green, Walnut Grove, Camp ton, 
Kzel and May town. The opening 
of such a territory could not fail 
to be of great benefit to Lexington. 
He thought Lexington could well 
subscribe a considerable sum of 
money toward the enterprise. 

Mr. J.D. Livington then showed 
a niflp with the three surveys on 
it. He explained the three differ- 
ent routes and told about the 
country through which they ran. 
Mr. Livingston then addressed the 
meeting and pointed out the many 
advantages of the Mill Creek 
route. 

Mr. Hollon next spoke and ho 
said he thought Lexinging should 
subscribe #25,000 to the new road. 
In view of the fact that all the 
business of that section would be 
thrown to Lexington he did not 
think it an unusual request. Sev- 
eral Lexington gentlemen asked 
Mr. Hollon questions about the 
Mill Creek route. He said the 
citizenBof Wolfe county were very 
anxious to have the road built 
with few exceptions. 

Continuing, he said nil the 
right of way hud been secured 
except about three miles and a 
half. Eighty-four theusand ties 
were needed, and they could be 
secured. The remaining right <>i 
way could be secured for about 
$1,500. Lexington's subscription 
nhould be at least $85,000. Mr.

FIRST WATCH EVER MADE. 
It Wm Constructed of Iron and I. Still In 

Illuming; Ordrr. 

Alxmt three hundred and seventy- 
five years ago the first watch was made, 
and it is still in running order. Clocks 
were made long before watches, the 
year WKi after Christ being alnrnt the 
time when clocks with wheel works, 
the power being given by hanging 
weights, were first made. But these 
timepieces were stationary. Later on 
smaller clocks were made, but it was 
not until the beginning of the sixteenth 
century that, an ingenious locksmith of 
Nuremberg constructed a portable 
watch made entirely of iron. 

A private collection recently brought 
to New York from Berlin contains the 
i firbt watch that was ever made, and one 
that is still in working order— au iron 
watch of Peter Henlcin, now universal- 
ly accepted as the inventor of the pock- 
et watch, who was a locksmith of Nu- 
remberg, und wns born in 14S0. The 
present watch was made certainly not 
later than 1520. The works arc entirely 
of iron.
